8. The Central Intelligence Agency shall conduct, as a service of common 
concern, monitoring of foreign radio and tele\'ision propaganda and press broad* 
casts required for the coUecbon of intelligence information to meet the needs 
of all departments and agencies in connectioa with the national sscaiity and 
shall disse m i n ate such intelligence information to the several departme n ts and 
agendes that have an appropriate interest 

9. The Ceat^ ^telligeace Agency shall conduct die exploitatioa of foreign 

language publicatioas for intelligence purposes, as appropriate, as a service 
of common concern. The Director of Central Intelligence shall coordinate 
actiwty with s imilar activities maintained by the departments and agendes to 
satisfy their own requirements. ° 

10. Departments and agendes carrying out the collectioa activities mentioned 
above shall recognize, in esta blishin g collection programs, the needs of the other 
departments and agendes. ' 
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
